Budget  For  the 
Next  Two  Years 
Up  to  Tax  Body 

College  Asks  for  a  Total  of  $781,149.08, 

With  Which  to  Maintain  Institution 

During  1927-28  Period. 

The  College  is  going  1o  ask  the  state 
legislature  for  an  appropriation  of 
$781,149,08  with  which  to  operate  the 
institution  during  the  biennial  period 
of  1927-28,  according  to  figures  in  the 
budget  submitted  to  the  Missouri  Tax 
Commission  Monday.  This  amount  is 
nioro  than  eleven  thousand  dollars  less 
than  the  total  money  appropriated  by 
the  legislature  for  the  1925-20  period, 
and  is  more  than  ninety-seven  thou¬ 
sand  dollars  less  than  the  budget  pre¬ 
pared  for  tli o  tax  commission  two  years 
ago. 

Perhaps  the  most  outstanding  thing 
in  connection  with  the  budget  this  year 
is  that  it  calls  for  no  appropriation 
to  meet  deficiencies  incurred  during 
the  present.  All  of  which,  in  plain 
words,  means  that  the  institution  has 
paid  nil  of  its  debts  in  1925  and  1920. 

The  budget  this  year  is  under  three 
separate  ■  main  heads,  each  of  which 
is  subdivided  according  to  the  items 
which  it  covers. 

Por  salaries  and  other  maintenance, 
excluding  now  buildings,  and  reunprop- 
nations,  the  budget  asks  for  $475,500. 
Por  new  buildings  and  alterations,  the 
sum  is  $200,000,  and  for  re-appropria¬ 
tion  it  is  $45,G49.08  plus  interest  until 
time  of  payment. 

The  budget  of  two  years  ago  called 
for  nn  appropriation  of  $54,189.04  to 
meet  deficiencies  incurred  during  the 
two-year  period.  There  is  no  such 
item  in  the -budget  submitted  this  week. 

At  the  beginnig  of  the  present  period, 
the  General  Assembly  appropriated 
$792,8  0.72  for  the  College.  Of  this 
amount,  $442,217.  4  was  released  by 
Governor  Baker,  and  in  the  neighbor¬ 
hood  of  $350,000  was  held  up  for  lack 
of  funds.  The  items  in  this  year’s  bud¬ 
get  for  now  buildings  and  alterations, 
and  for  reappropriation  cover  the 
amounts  appropriated  by  ythe  General 
Assembly  but  never  released  by  the 
governor. 

The  entire  budget  for  the  1927-1928 
period  is  in  fourteen  divisions.  Tho 
College  is  asking  $335,000  for  salaries, 
$10,000  for  summer  school,  $10,000  for 
student  labor,  and  $12,000  for  rural 
education. 

The  itom  of  correspondence  and  ex¬ 
tension  calls  for  an  appropriation  of 
$10,000,  and  a  total  of  $18,000  is  askod 
for  tho  College  library.  Of  this  amount, 
$15,000  is  for  books,  and  $3,000  is  for 
equipment. 

Supplies  and  equipment  draws  an 
item  of  $20,000,  and  general  repairs 
and  improvement  'calls  for  an  appropri-

Rule  on  Emblems 

]  At.  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Student 
(  Council,  tho  student  regulation  govern¬ 
ing  the  wearing  of  emblems  and  letters 
of  other  colleges  on  the  campus  was 
amended.  There  wore  a  few  points  in 
tlie  regulation  which  were  objection- 
.able  and  tho  council  believes  that  it 
I  has  worked  out  a  fair  regulation  that 
recognizes  the  rewards  of  other  col¬ 
leges  of  equal  rank. 

|  Tlie  regulation  as  it  roads  with  tho 
amendment  is  as  follows: 

!  1.  No  emblem  or  letter  from  any 

,  other  school  shall  he  worn  by  any  stu¬ 
dent  of  tlie  college  in  any  building,  or 
<in  the  college  campus,  unless  it  lie  tlie 
regulation  state  “M”  award  granted 
universally  throughout  Missouri  ns  a 
state  award;  or  unless  the  letter  lias 
j  been  , awarded  by  a  college  of  -equal 
i  rank,  and  then  only  until  the  student 
I  lias  had  an  opportunity  to  earn  or  has 
learned  a  letter  in  this  college.  I 
l  2.  No  student  shall  wear  any  letter 
or  emblem  of  tho  Northwest  Missouri 
State  Teachers  College  unless  it  shall 
have  been  duly  awarded  to  that  stu¬ 
dent. 

Violations  of  this  regulation  will  be 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  judi¬ 
ciary  committee,  consisting  of  students 
and  faculty,  members,  and  disposed  of 
as  they  sec  fit.

Tlie  number  of  students  now  in  the 
dub  is  in  the  neighborhood  of  200,  and 
the  two  ■  instructors  have  found  that 
this  is  much  too  large  a  body  to  handle 
properly  and  thoroughly.  .  | 

Therefore,  in  tlie  future,  tlie  Dram- ' 
aties  Club  wil  1  be  in  two  divisions, 1 
one  for  those  who  have  had  experience 
in  plays  or  who  have  had  classes  in 
public  speaking  or  dramatics,  and  tlie 
other  for  those  without  experience.  I 

Tho  advanced  section  of  tlie  club  will 
meet  on  the  second  and  fourth  Tues¬ 
days  in  each  month,  and  the  second  sec- . 
tion  will  meet  on  the  first  and  third ' 
Tuesdays.  Meetings  will  be  at  7:30  p. 
hi.,  and  will  be  in  the  College  auditor¬ 
ium.  Each  meeting  night  of  the  advanc¬ 
ed  section  will  witness  the  presentation 
of  two  one-act  plays.

Yes,  tlie  Electro-grid  was  a  success,  if 
tho  expression  on  tlie  faces'  of  those 
in  tho  audience  ut  tho  Missouri  Thontor 
mid  tho  swelling  and  dying  down  of 
spontaneous  excitmont  muy  be  tukon 
ns  a  test  of  success.

|  Clinches  Lawrence  and  Jones  will 
take  n  squad  of  possibly  twenty  men 
to  Kirksville.  .  The  team  will  likely 
leave  some  time  Thursday  and  wall  re¬ 
turn,  to  Maryville  Saturday. 

Last,  Friday  afternoon  hundreds  of 
hearts  were  made  happy  when  tho 
Bpiircnts  triumphed  over  tho  Springfield 
Bears  at  Springfield  by  a  3  to  0  score. 
Tiie  Bears  were  fenred  grontiy  by  Bear¬ 
cats  and  funs  alike,  and  Maryville  was 
a  happy  town  Friday  ovening  when 
tlie  game  was  over.  The  winning  tally 
came  almost  at  tho  end  of  tho  first 
half  of  tho  gumo,  wlion  Captain  Eads, 
who  was  suffering  from  an  injured 
shoulder,  was  substituted  in  tlie  Mary¬ 
ville  liiu*up  for  but  one  play  with  tho

‘‘Concensus  of  Opinion  Favors  Num¬ 
bers  One  and  Two  and  Is  Against 

Three  and  Four,  ’  ’  Teacher  Says. 

.  In  discussing  the  four  amendments 
coming  before  the  Missouri  electorate, 
Mr.  Conk  characterized  the  use  of  the 
initiative  and’  (lie  referendum  ns  a 
somewhat  ill  advised  maaisfcstatioii  of’ 
the  present  day  trend  toward  popular 
government,  before  tlie  Social  Science 
OI ub  last  Wednesday  night. 

Historically  when  state  common¬ 
wealths  were  forming  their  constitu¬ 
tions  much  fear  less  they  place  too 
much  power  in  the  executive  author¬ 
ity  of  the  States  and  much  power  was 
placed  in  the  hands  of  the  legislatures 
until  sueli  times  it  was  observed  that 
local  legislatures  were  easily  influenced 
and  therefore  the  people’s  in  Berests 
were  sacrificed  to  certain  institutions 
and  other  concerns,  whereupon  there 
was  a  turn  back  of  increasing  the  pow¬ 
er  of  the  executives  as  against  the  pow¬ 
er  of  tiie  former  lcgislaturers  for  a 
higher  centralized  authority. 

In  the  modern-day  ,nt  least  in  tlie 
last  25  or  30  years,  there  lias  been  n 
radical  return  to  tho  placing  of  the  pow¬ 
er  in  tlie,  hands  of  the  people,  which 
lias  brought  ns  tlie  present  system  of 
tho  initiative  and  tho  referendum,  the1 
recall  and  tlie  primary  election. 

‘‘We  have  again  swung,”  said  Air. 
Cook,  back  to  the  theory  of  popular 
government  until  today  wo  have  gone 
so  far  that  some  measures  in  use  are 
impractical.  In  theory  the  initiative 
and  referendum  and  tlie  direct  primary 
arc  all  right,  but  in  practice  too  often 
do  wo  find  quite  imperfect  results. 

‘‘Because  of  a  general  apathy  and 
ignorance  of  the  electorate  tho  refer¬ 
endum  cn  n  bo  used  to  defy  intelli¬ 
gent  and  honest  legislation.  Wore  it 
not  for  the  strong  condemn  tion  of  liqu- 
I  or  in  ALissoliri  and  the  organized  oppos¬ 
ition  to  Number  Four,  such  a  result 
might  ensue  when  Number  Four  is 
voted  on.  However,  I  have  no  fear 
that  it  will  be  adopted. 

‘‘In  regard  to  tlie  other  amendments, 
it  is  pretty  well  agreed  that  Numbers 
Ono  and  Two  should  be  adopted.  Number. 
Three  was  evidently  placed  upon  tho 
ballot  for  the  purpose  of  confusing  the 
voters.  For  the  most  part  it  is  identical 
with  Number  One.  However,  Number 
Three  is  not  as  desirable  as  Number 
One.”  \

All  ArePurebreds 

In  tlie  fall  of  1924  the'  first  livestock 
owned  by  the  college  was  brought  to 
the  college  farm.  The  original  herd  con¬ 
sisted  of  a  few  head  of  registered 
Jersey  cows.  Today  the  herd  consists 
of  20  purebred  Jerseys,  ten  or  twelve 
of  which  are  old  enough  for  production. 
Tlie  college  herd  furnishes  all  the  milk 
[used  in  the  college  enfetorja.  The  gross 
I  production  from  the  herd  at  present 
runs  from  $150  to  $225  per  month. 

In  tlie  fall  of  tho  same  year  the  col¬ 
lege  farm  started  jvitli  six  registered 
Poland  China  sows.  These  sow^  have 
raised  two  litters  of  pigs  each 'year 
which  are  marketed  at  six  months  of 
age.  These  pigs  have  always  weighed 
around  250  pounds.  Fall  pigs  have 
weighed  200  pounds  or  better  at  six 
months  of  ago.  In  tho  neighborhood  of 
$1500  wortli  of  hogs  lias  been  sold  each 
of  tho  two  years  since  hogs  have  been 
raised  on  tlie  farm. 

While  the  very  best  of  purebred 
Jersey  cnttlo  and  Poland  China  hogs 
are  raised  it  lins  not  been  tlie  object 
of  tlie  farm  manager  to  entor  the.  field 
jof  breeding  stock,  all  hogs  going  to  tlio 
'packing  market.  Although  five  or  six 
bull  calves  of  tlio  best  registered  cows  I 
have  been  sold  in  Nodaway  and  ad¬ 
joining  counties  for  breeding  purposes.

Absentee  Ballots  for  Those  Living 

Away  from  Mary  villo  Will  Bo  Ex¬ 
plained  by  Judges  to  Those  Wishing 

It. 

At  different  times  during,  tlie  last 
few  years  there  have  been  appeals  made 
to  students  to  cxecisc  the  right  of 
franchise  and  vote  in  all  elections!  Next 
Tuesday  Alissouri  will  have  a  gener¬ 
al  election,  at  which  time  a  senator  for 
both  long  and  short  term,  a  representa¬ 
tive  in  Congress  from  each  district,  a 
state  Superintendent  of  schools,  and  a 
judge  of  tlie  supreme  court  for  Division 
No.  1,  ip.  addition  to  county  officers, 
will  be  chosen. 

AH  students  of  the  College  who  are 
21  years  old  are  eligible  to  vote  in 
this  election,  and  an  appeal  has  been 
made  for  these  students  to  exercise 
tliia  privilege.  Students  living  in  Mary¬ 
ville  will  vote  in  their  respective  wards. 
Students  who  do  not  live  in  Alary  villo 
may  vote  the  absentee  ballot  in  any 
of  the  voting  places  in  Alaryvillc. 

Doubtless  county  political '  commit¬ 
tees  have  provided  many  of  the  stu¬ 
dents  with  their  tickets.  It  is  advisable 
that  these  tickets  be  taken  to  the  polls 
when  the  student  goes  to  vote.  The 
absentee  ballot  is  filled  in  only  those 
places  where  the  candidates  are  voted 
upon  by  the  entire  state.  Blank  spaces 
are  provided  for  tlio  representative  ill 
Congress  and' for  all  of  the  county' of¬ 
ficers. 

In  order  to  vote  a  straight  ticket, 
the  student  will  have  to  check  tiie  tick¬ 
et  'for  his  party  in  tiie  circle  at  the 
head  of  tho  ticket.  He  will,  however, 
have  to  write  in  the  nnmo  of  all  candi¬ 
dates  other  than  tliocsc  for  state  of¬ 
fices. 

In  .case  tlio  student  wishes  to 
“scratch”  his  ticket,  lie  must  write  in 
names  of  those  on  nnotherr  ticket  for 
whom  lie  expects  to  vote.  These  names 
are  to  be  written  in  tho  place  pro¬ 
vided  on  tho  ticket.  All  names  must 
be  checked  to  be  counted. 

A  copy  of  the  instructions  to  voters 
prepared  for  information  and  published 
in  papers  throughout  tlie  State  appears 
on  page  four  of  this  issue.  It  is  advis¬ 
able  that  all  voters  study  those  instruc¬ 
tions. 

Tlio  law  provides  that  absentee  votevs 
be  instructed  by  judges  at  the  polls. 
All  who  uro  not  certain  about  tlio  man¬ 
ner  of  voting  should  call  for  this  in¬ 
struction.

Do  they 
not  waste  their  time  and  money  dread¬ 
fully  and  get  nothing  out  of  it  in 
proportion  to  what  they  and  their  par¬ 
ents  put  in?  An  answer  is  published 
by  an  insurance  company  which  has 
made  a  survey  of  “Who’s  Who  in 
America’’  with  this  in  mind.  Out  of  the 
same  numbor  in  each  group  the  num¬ 
bers  who  will  attain  distinction,  they 
say,  are  as  follows: 

•  uneducated  men.  24  men  with  com¬ 
mon  school  education.  622  men  with 
high  school  education.  5,728  men  with 
college  education. 

Men  with  little  or  no  education  can 
succeed,  it  is  true,  but  nothing  like 
the  same  proportions  as  the  men  with 
more  training. 

Without  college  training  the  insur¬ 
ance  company  says  tho  chances  /are  90 
percent. 

Wasting  time  therefore  would  seem 
to  be  a  matter  of  opinion.  The  college 
boys  may  appear  to  be  wasting  a  little 
in  their  youthful  years,  but  they  clearly 
do  mot  waste  as  much  in  tho  long  run. 

The  man  who  habitually  abuses  his 
opportunities,  in  college  -or  out,  does 
no  t  become  successful.  ItMs  this  minor¬ 
ity  #f  habitual  wasters  nnd  ne’er-do- 
wells  that  make  up  the  small  percent¬ 
age  af  failures.  But  taking  them  as 
they  come,  most  boys  and  girlB  get 
out  of  college  enough  from  overy  point 
to  saako  the  four  years  spent  there 
emiaemtly  worth  while. — Maryville 
DeiMerat-Forum.

lars  is  tho  amount  asked  to  defray  tho 
oxpenscs  of  fuel,  lights  and  water. 

For  campus  and  grounds,  $8,000  is 
asked,  and  for  the  bureau  of  research 
the  amount  is  $2,500.  Five  thousand 
dollars  are  asked  to  defray  tho  cost  of 
Collogo  publications.  ,  «  . 

The  building  aiid  alteration  ,  and-  ex¬ 
tension  '  of  present  buildings  "program 
calls -for. an  appropriation  of  $260,000. 
This  amount -is  divided  into  throe  classi¬ 
fications.  The  first  consists  of  altera¬ 
tions  in  the  main  building,  including 
fire  exits  in  the  auditorium.  For  thiB, 
$20,000  is  asked.  For  alterations  and 
extensions  nt  tlic  power  house,  includ¬ 
ing  a  now  boiler,  a  total  of  $40,000  is 
asked. 

lie  third  item  is  $200,000  for  the 
building  of  a  training  school  building.
